“ I am convinced that its 
Illusion will be fruitful of good 
inits and a reminder to some 
lo are disposed to take unreas­ 
onable tolls from both the re n ­ 
aming and the producing public, 
(that this public has the right, the 
power and the ability to devise 
means to protect itself.” 
The president further said that 
as a result of studios and investi­ 
gations he hoped to be able to 
•recommend for the consideration 
of the congress measures which 
shall represent a beginning along 
this line.” 
"One of the most engrossing 
proble ms of our time, confronting 
all countries and all societies, is 
• he exhorbitant costs of living,” 
the president said, 
“ We realize 
that the real producer under our 
elaborate and costly system of 
distribution, is non permitted a 
fair share of his product for his 
own use and enjoyment. We have 
become convinced that somehow 
our system of distribution has 
grown too cumbersome, too cost­ 
ly, too compleat, too Indirect, too 
unrelated to the interests of real 
producer and legitimate consum­ 
er, 
We must find methods to 
take up as much as possible of 
the slack in the long line between 
piodueer and consumer; to gi*re 
the producer a better 
share 
in 
that which he furnishes to the 
<oimnunity. and to enable the con­ 
sumer V© me** btw T©qtftn*»Tients 
at reasonable cost.

Whether the ruling is to re­ 
ceive final approval and be put

depends on the 
foreign shipping lines themselves. 
Acting Secretary Gilbert said to­ 
day he hoped such a course would 
be unnecessary but it was reite­ 
rated at the treasury that a con­ 
tinuance of the present open dis­ 
regard of the prohibition on im- 
famiiy I p o ta tio n would be dealt with in 
I as vigorous a manner as develop­ 
ments warranted. 
Mr. 
Gilbert’s 
statement 
is 
understood to have been made 
after he had heard that several of 
the foreign shipping 
companies 
were ready to abandon their pro­ 
gram of bringing to this side of 
the Atlantic 
under

year old widow, as she sat at her 
noon day meal, her 15 year old 
foster son, 
Ivan 
Wooten, 
con­ 
fessed, according to police, that 
he had committed the murder. 
According to the boy's story he 
killed the woman to gain his free­ 
dom from the 
home 
where he 
lived three years. 
He had been 
planning the 
murder 
and 
the 
story he was to tell for three days 
he said. 
Th** 
lad 
was 
sent 
to Mrs. 
Seales, who lived in the country, 
two nill**8 east of Auburn, from 
the Edgar county home at Paris, 
III., His own mother died three 
years ago and his father is living 
in Iowa, he told the police. 
Early this afternoon the boy 
went to a neighbor’s house and 
announced that a 
strange 
man 
had shot Mrs. Seales twice when 
she refused to give the man food 
or work. 
With a detailed des- 
| cription furnished 
by 
the 
boy 
■ neighbors immediately arrived at 
the Reales 
home 
tonight 
they 
discovered a 22 caliber rifle be­ 
hind the door. 
It contained an 
empty 
shell. 
Suspicion 
Im­ 
mediately fell on the Wooten boy 
; and when confronted 
with 
tho 
weapon he is said to have con­ 
fessed. 
He said he left Mrs. Seales sit­ 
ting at the dinner table and went 
' around the house to the kitchen 
j door where he fired one shot at 
j her. 
The boy ascribed his deed. the 
authorities stated, to a desire to 
get out into til** world and earn 
money for himself and he be­ 
lieved if his foster mother were 
out of the way, he would have 
his freedom. 
Ile was a mom lier 
of the boy scouts, attended Sun­ 
day school regularly and is ap­ 
parently normal mentally. 
The 
lad was brought to Springfield 
tonight and placed in the county 
Jail. 


OVERRULES MOTION 
FOR NEW TRIAL 


(Bv 
Associated 
LONDON, June 28. — Marquis 
Curzon, secretary for foreign af­ 
fairs made a long and important 
statement in the house of lords 
today in reply to Lord Bhkenheud 
who called attention to the seiz­ 
ure by the United St ites of liquor 
on British vessels. 
\ 
The /iecretary deciare I there 
was no chance of Great Britain 
agreeing in 
any 
circumstance!! 
whatever to the proposal that the 
United States authorities be given 
the right to search vessels for 
liquor within the 12 mile limit. 
The 
government, 
he 
added, 
was fully alive to the importance 
of the case and all channels of 
diplomacy were being utilized to 
find an 
exit 
from 
a 
situation 
which was undoubtedly disagree­ 
able and ought not to be allowed 
to continue. 
Lord Curzon explained that it 
was a very difficult and delicate 
mater raising grave issues in both 
international law and policy. The 
British government was not con­ 
cerned with American prohibition 
which was a matter of domestic 
policy, in which the British gov­ 
ernment was not. interested in ex­ 
pressing an opinion neither would 
ive discuss the interpretation of 
the United States supreme court 
on that country’s laws. 
But it was concerned with the 
treatment meted out 
to 
British 
ships in United States territorial 
waters and the degree in which 
that treatment conformed to or 
departed from international prac­ 
tice. 
It would be premature for 
him to say anything he declared, 
not knowing what would be tho 
result of their labors. 
He would not discuss the legal 
right of the United States to im­ 
pose conditions on foreign vessels 
entering its water*, because on 
this subject international law was 
decisive. 
Great Britain’s legal 
posit lor* 
according to its legal authorities. 
Lord Curzon said, is as follows: 
"There are two recognized prin­ 
ciples of International law which 
prevent us from contending that 
the United States committed a vio­ 
lation of international law in for-’ 
bidding foreign vessels to bring 
liquor 
within 
its 
waters. 
The 
ffcrst Is that foreigners trading 
with a country must comply with 
its laws; the second is that every 
sovereign Independent state is s u ­ 
preme to cover all persons and 
property witliiu its dominions, in­ 
cluding ships 
in 
its 
territorial 
waters. 
(Niter Considerations 
“That is the strict interpreta­ 
tion of the law, but there are 
other considerations of scarcely 
inferior validity und importance. 
The principles to which I have 
referred cannot be pushed to ex­ 
tremes, but must be applied with 
moderation and good tense, 
“ A ship is a traveling unit pass­ 
ing from one state to another and 
therefore cannot escape the neces­ 
sity of complying with other legal 
systems which may nq$ be consis­ 
tent with the law of the particu­ 
lar country it happens to be vis­ 
iting. 
Furthermore it is univer­ 
sally recognized that a ship has a 
particularly close relationship to 
the state whose flag she flies, 
and on many matters it is gent ral­ 
ly convenient that cull governments 
should recognize the luw of the 
flag state as paramount. 
“ The net result of this has been 
that on many matters the prac­ 
tice has grown up that a state 
should not exact compliance with 
its own law*, even though a ship 
is within its waters 
but 
leave 
such questions to be regulated by 
the law of the Hug state. 
“This, however, is international 
practice, rather than international 
law, and accordingly 
departure 
from it means' a breach, not of in ­ 
ternational law. but of the comity 
of nations. Thus if a nation acta 
unreasonably toward the ships of 
other nations the latter may re­ 
taliate.”

m ules and. feeds the m more in­ 
telligently than before. 
Yet this 
is a n o t h e r phase of the influence 
of veterinary medicine on farm 
practices. 
T h e loss of hogs from diseases 
an d parasites the reduction has 
been even greater, as would be 
expected. 
In 1.895, 92.3 hogs out 
of every thousand died of disease; 
in 1922 this loss was 54.4 a th o u ­ 
sand. 
In 1896 the loss reached 
the high point of 127 per th o u ­ 
sand and in 1911 fell as low as 
41 
a thousand. 
This m eans a 
saving of some 2 1-2 million hogs 
a year from death due 
to 
the 
complete control we 
now 
have 
over hog colera 
an d 
to 
better 
m ethods 
of 
sanitation. 
These 
hogs have a value on a conserva­ 
tive estimate of som e 20 million 
dollars. 
Of more consequences 
t h a t Hip aggregate value is the 
effect upon the 
individual 
hog 
raiser. 
Now that we can control 
hog colera, the te n a n t farm er or 
the man of small means is able 
to raise a bunch of bogs without 
fear of losing th e m after he has 
invested his year's corn crop in 
them. 
If all I he savings caused by the 
practicing 
veterinarians 
were 
added together a staggering total 
would be reached. 
Of even more 
importance than this saving is th e 
service of the veterin aria n in con­ 
serving the health of the h u m a n 
family. 
It is not too much expect 
of medical science that the In­ 
sidious disease, tuberculosis, may 
ultimately he stam ped out of our 
country, 
but 
it cannot be ac­ 
complished without the help of 
th e veterinarian. 
Bo it said to 
the credit of 
th e 
veterinarians 
that they have been the leaders 
in the movement to 
make 
th e 
United States free of tuberculosis. 
We do well, therefore to honor 
the veterinary profession. 
W e do 
well to support 
generously 
the 
colleges educating men for this 
im p o rtan t profession, that 
they 
m ay be more scientific and more 
practical in their practices and 
th a t they may be of 
the 
higest 
ty pe of citizens. 
W e are merely 
prom oting our own welfare when 
we give generous encouragem ent 
and support to th e patient w o rk ­ 
ers In the veterinary laboratories 
in th e collages and the d e p a r t­ 
m e n t of agriculture 
whore 
the 
discoveries 
were 
made 
upon 
which new science is based and 
w here discoveries ar e being made 
that will determine the progress 
of this indispensable service to 
agriculture.
